^, As per Bureau's request the following progress report 
concerning Informant's efforts to reactivate In the CP 
-Is submitted for the period August X$$ through 31| 19^2 1

For the rotsona aet out In yeJTerenc^d letter, personal 
contacts idth this Informant have been kept to a mlnlmxw 
dixring the past two weeks and Informant has confined him- 
self to renewing some old rank and file party confcacsst ' 
to correspondence, and to continuing his reading of party 
literatiire so that he can become current on .all political 
issues affecting the party :llne ^o±h nationally and inter- 
nationally# 

On. August 29* 1952* informant advised that he has been 
able to verify, throu^ personal contact with hia courier, 
that Mfe letter to Mlhtim.Z* FO ISR, sent in early August, 
had been delivered personally to WILLIAM VfEINER vho had 
assured the courier that it woiad be delivered to FOSIER 
on the following day, Ihe courier aleo assured the Informant 
of the statements made b/ WEIIBR td be conveyed to the 
Informent and particularly to the statement that informant 
would be vi Edited by an "Important person" in the ne:xt month 
or five weeks. 

To date the "Important person" has not visiued tlie Informant, 
however, such visit is expected within the next two weeks. 
Hie Inforraent advised on August .27, laat> that he is 
reluetant to make further additional contact with local 
party functionaries for the present at least until his 
contact with the "important person" because he feels that 
such "open contacts" might interfere with some party plrtn 
to "keep him on Ice" in the apparatus. For the present 
and until such contacts and Informant learns of the party 
plana for him, the Informant advised that he will make no 
contacts with local functionaries on his own, Initiative, 
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Ihe Infortaant also adviaed on Aiiguat 27i l^at# that he has had 
no additional contaota vlth LEON KATZENi Oommunist Party Financial 
Secretary of district #8, now underground^ who last contacted 
informant July Zh^$ last and has received no messages through 
their mutual third party contacts* 

Informant continues his correspondence with KARCEIj and LBHA 
BCHERERi forf^er New York iitate Bxii national CP ftmctlonaries 
who are presently on the west coast ^ and in a letter postmarked 
August 26 J last| furnished by the informant i*or examination 
they Indicated that they would poasibly leave Los .Angeles for 
the east coast during the first week in iieptember* In 
previous letters they indicated they had been Xn contact with 
HARRY 3RIiX)ES in San Francisco and vlth other west coast 
functionaries* ihe infomant has again invited them to be his 
guests at his home while enroute, to ^e east coast and the 
informant, is of the opinion that if they ,aocept this invitation 
he. will again he in a position to obtain valuable information* 

Ihe informant continues his correspondence with WILLIAM 
LAV/RENCEj formtr national committee member in New York, 
in order that Informa^on in LAWRENCE^ s possession can be 
obtained if and when the informant feels it is advisable to 
visit New York* 

!Ihe Informant on August 27# last^ also advised that in his 
opinion "patience so as not to create suspicioni" at least until 
Tae is in contacv with ''important person*' is most important* 
He is encouraged both hy the friendliness of local comrades 
and by the reaction to him of mthUM l^lNERi »ftio is close to 
POSIER# He feels that it is entirely possible that WILLini 
V/EINER, 4hCli KLXm or PHIL BART might be the ^important pe^rson" 
designated to contact him* 

Ihis office Ms concluded that informant is sincere and coopera- 
tive and because of his knowledge throxigh long party experience 
of party opera tions, his suggestions re reactivation are being 
followed at this time* An understanding exists^ however^ that 
before any possible reactivation efforts are made by the Informant^ 
the matter should be thoroughly discussed and iigreed upon by 
all interested parties* 

Informant on /^ugust 29t lastj advised that he is now contemplating 
a letter to l>e sent to WILLIAM WEINIR thanking him for his 
efforts* Informant feels that such a letter should be sent 
in order to "patch" up differences and informant feels WKItH^.R 
will be more friendly after informant expresses *the same 
feeling towiard WEINER*

was in Chicago on business Xrom August 2$, through September 
2, last* k general discussion was held concerning the 
dnformantts attitude toward the Bureau* Ihis informant 
advised that in Ms opinion^ based on recent contacts in ITew 
^ork in behalf of CG-582i4.-S, this inforwant is -still In the 
good graces of the party and Xn a position to furnish valuable 
Inforraatlon dn the future* .Ny-69lv-iS also advised that he 
found C0-^82li.«'S in a good frame of wind and said that In 
his opl]iion« informantts health is better now than it has 
been since 19U7 and that informant's health should not inter- 
fere with reactivation efforts If the informant is cautious*

In ^regard to jTuttwe plains Jfor reactivation^ It la felt that 
iwtll th^ contemplated "itiipottant pox^son" contact IjS made and 
informant l^am« of party intentions conoerniixg future a^tivltiea 
that the informant fihoxad not enlarge his present contact group 
becauae as informant has aaid the painty may want to "keep him 
on ice'' and> therefore, an enlargement of contacts would inter^ 
fer? with party plans and might also make it difficult for 
informant to aasume a position vjhera he can be of greatest 
assistance to the Bureaut 

It is expected that this ^contact will take place during the 
next two veeks ^nd also that the ittformant will have cohtaot 
with XEON KAf^BH% In the meantime^ personal contacts will he 
made on a limited basis and the Bureau will be advised of ^1 
developments ♦

It is noted that the informant dispatched a letter throtigh 
a close personal friend which vas delivered to an xmldentif ied comrade 
vho, in turn, vas to give the letter to eitJhLerLem^Harris or William 
Weiner.

According to CG 582J^-S, this letter vas delivered to Weiner and 
subsequently to William Z. Foster and in retvirn an oral message vas 
relayed to CG 5824 -S that an "important :person" vould contact CG5824-S 
in a month or five veeks. 

For some reason CG 5824-S h as seen fit to vithhold-^rom the 
Bureau the name of the In dividual vho took his letter to New York and 
the name of the comrade^Vho subsequently gave the letter to Weiner. In 
your contacts^vith CG3^25^'^n^ be made to identify tiie 

above -mentioned-TSaTviduals in order to check on the reliability of the 
informant and all of his channels of information. You should, of 
course, be discreet . ^ CG SB^ ^^S obviou sly has some particiilar reason for 
not furnishing thes e names In the first jplace. 

Any information you obtain clarifying this chain of events 
through which CG 582U-S has been advised he can be expecting a visitor 
in the near future should be brought to the attention of Ihe Bxxreau.

Bebutel to, Chic ago, dateij .8-6-52 and Chicago teletype to 
Director, dated 8-8-52, concerning^ Bureau'a request to be 
advised of informant's reactivation efforts and also to ' 
be advised of inf6rmarit»s attitude towards proposals out- 
lined Iti referenced Burjeau, teletype. 

In conformance' with the request in "referenced Bvireau tele- 
type jfor a bi-weekly report of informant's progress and 
his reaoti:<ms to proposals in referenced Bureaxi teletype, 
the following is submi-tted: 

.On the matter of informant's reaction to the proposals 
outlined in referenced Bureau teletype, a lengthy conference 
was held i*ith the informant on August 6, last, at which time 
a thorough review ojf points of differences and agreement a 
was had with the Informant. < 

The diisoussioa was "held on i friendly and frahk basis. 
Informant was advised that .all matters of ditferences which 
he had presented had been considered and as .a result it 
was desired to givei him the JTjollowin^ assurarc esj that the 
Bureau thoroughly ^inderstood that the Informant was jnotl*- 
vated on ideological grounds rather than money and tViat money 
only became a necessary matter to Tae raised and settled 
after informant had agreed to assist the Bureau; that he 
is higiay regarded and respected and it is believed that 
with his full cooperation on a reactivation program that he 
can contribute a telling blow against the Caramunlst Party, 
USA and Russian leadership} that in regard to the program 
mutually Agreed toj his services wez^e being considered on 
a long range basis; and that assxuning he is still in the 
good graces of the communist Party, with his full ^cooperation 
jautually agreed upon, the objective can be reached. 

The informant repeated that his objective is to assist the 
Bureau to ultimately control the Communist Party, USA and, 
therefore, Wdw exactly what Is in the minds of the leaders. 
He said that he believes that it is entirely posslhle for 
;».l)n to place himself in a position where he can assiane some 
l«adership role and possibly with the knowing or xinkciowing 
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assistance of many old Cornraxinlsts not now JLn leadership can in 
fact control the thinking of the leadership of the JIational Office 
of the Conmwiist Tarty ♦ He advised that ttiost of the people whom 
he has in mind share hts lemd EARt BROWDER«S views and believes 
in the possibility of the establishment of an American cojomuni^t 
party, USA .without being dominated by Russia, -In his opinion 
»uch leadership, if possible to attain, would be far superior 
Insofar as the Bureau's interests are oonoerned, than the present 
Pro-Stalin leadership. The informant emphasized that he is not 
in agreement with the former vltfws iwhioh he had concerning a 
National Communist Party> JJSA, but that he believes liest results 
can be obtairied at the present time by attempting to' form such 
.leadership and usin^ it as a wedge against the present Pro-Stalin 
ileadership* He pledged himself to full cooperation In connection 
with any information he receives and said that he looks forward 
to a cooperative relationship to exist on a long time basis. 

3he .informant, after several hours, agreed to accept compensation 
along the lines outlined in referenced Bureau teletype but said 
he was doing so reluctantly out of necessity and that if he was 
solvent financially, he would never accept compensation and would 
work on a volunteer* basis which he cor^^sidered a much more adequate 
way to establis>i relationship in the security field. It was agreed 
that there would, be no Itemization of expenses required and that 
he would agree to accept |800.00 per month to be used as he saw 
fit. 

It was suggested that informant could possibly buy a used oar in 
the near future on the installment plan in order to provide more 
adequate security and mobility and in addition could possibly apply 
$100.00 per month on his current pressing ©"bligations. Inf onaant 
agreed to the above possibilities but said that for the next two 
months >xe would be unable to purchase a car heoause "he would i\&v€ 
to use the fxmds he was to receive to meet cxxrrent obligations and 
debt. However, he felt that he would be in a position to buy a 
car in about two months and advised that he would immediately 
make oont<»-C't among the comrades in an effort to locate a good used 
oar. It was agreed that in the meantime meetings Vould be arranged 
in various Tiotels in' Chicago, which Informant has been reaching 
in the past through public transportation.' 
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ItEACTIVATIQN ^PROGRESS KAPU BY INFQMANT 
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m reference to reactivation progress ,ma.de 1»y tTie infonaant witMn 
the past two ^eeksj the informant haB advised that he vas told ttaat 
LEON KAT2EN* Coimiiurdst Party functionary of District #8, presently 
iinddrground, is "out x>t town" for the first two weeks in August, 
Infomant last wade contact with KATZEKf on July 2k, last, at which 
time KATZEN was friendly and discussed political uiatters for appvojci- 
mately foua* hours* 

On July 31 an.d August 1, 19$Z, JEREMIAH IHGBRSOLL -of New York, the 
son of the former Borough preisident of Brooklyn and fonaerly active 
in the Comunist Party movement in Chicago, stayed at the inf onaantt^s 
residence while enroute tvm. New York to San Cristobal Ranch axea* 
Sante Pe, New ilexico, INaERSOLL Is a friend and past business 
' associate in the publishing husiness of IBM HARRIS^ CorarauniBt Party 
Hatix>n«l functionary and JPor that reason the importance of 'this 
contact is emphasiaed* In addition, the informant vas able to 
furnish considerable Information as -to who la presently at the 
San Cristobal Ranch from New York. Another reason ^or emphaslaing 
the importance of this contact is that the Chicago Office had be«n 
previously advised of the Intention of INGERSOtL to visit Chicago 
during the letter part <if July 19^2, »nd It was, therefore, possible 
to cheek the informant's veracity in reference to the presence of 
JNGERSOLL in Chicago, inasmuch as tho Infonnant had not been alerted 
of the contemplated visit. 

!Ehe Bureau was previously advised of the intention of the Informant 
•to dispatch a letter to WILI/IAM Z. F0S2J3R on or about August 1, 
19^2 and of the informant's intention. If deemed advisable, follow- 
ing receipt of reply to said letter, to visit FOSTER in ^ew Yorlc* 
The informant advised that in accordance with the plan, he sent 
this letter through a close personal friend «ho was going to New York 
on August 3> 19^2 with the instructions that the letter was to be 
delivered to an unidentified jcomrade contact of this close friend 
who in turn was to deliver the letter to either LEM HARRIS or \ahlIUl 
WEINER* !me close fjciend left Ohlcaso by train on August 1, last 
for New York and made the delivery as instructed, A jPew days 
thereafter, according to the Inforraantj he again made contact idth 
the unidentified person in New Yor-k who advised him the letter 
had been delivered to W1LI*1AM WEINER vflao had told this person that 
he would see .POSTER on the following day and give JFOSIER the letter, 
WEINER, at the same time, instructed that an oral .message he 
delivered to the informant which, according to the Informant, itx 
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substance stated that WEINER had stated that, in these day* 
a person like the Infottnant has to give leadership -to the Party 
rather than to allow '*yowngstera" to lead the Party to 'ruin. Ac- 
cording to the oral message, i;he Inforwant is to he contacted by 
an "ijaportant person^ in a month or five, weeks. Informant vas 
also told that If he has borrowed money from Individuals In Chicago 
and la badly off that ;he should make this matter known and the 
.matter of payment wotdd be discussed In Party circles. 

Ihe Informant advised on August 11, last that he attaches great 
slgnlflpance to the message orally conveyed to him by WEINER In 
that he is now quite definite that lie Is not In the disfavor of 
WEINER or of FOSTER because of WEINER'S closeness to FOSTER. The 
informant also believes It Is not advisable for him to go to 
New York at the present time tmless lie Is ordered to come to New 
York by POSTER or another good reason appears. 

As A result of this oral message, the informant again stressed th* 
necessity to tighten up on security insofar as meetings with him 
are concerned beoavise he believes it entirely possible that the 
party will. In the future and probably before contact with the 
"Important person", conduct sane kind of security check up on 
him. Jn that connection he believes he Is sufficiently covered, 
on the financial end and he said that his only worry at the pre- 
sent time Is In the matter of meeting with the Agent* He was 
given the assurance that his personal protection and security are 
' primary and for that reason it was suggested that only Infrequent 
meetinss be had with him lintll such time as his meeting with the 
"Important person" has been fiXfected and th€« results thereof .can 
be evaluated. 

!lhe necessity for the purchase of an automobile hy the Informant 
aii soon as possible was again stressed In order to assist on 
security matters. In the meantime it vas agreed that discussions 
would be limited to the Informant's furjilshlng of current infor- 
' matlon coming to his attention And perfecting plfns for reactiva- 
tion and for future contact with Communl'st Party functlonaiRres In 
th© Chicago District and possibly at a national level. 

The matter of the Interview of the Informant In reference to In- 
formation on past Communist Party. activities Is, therefore, being 
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deferred in order to concentrate jon the primary prograia of aeour- 
ing the reactivation Of this informant in the jnoat secure manner 
and at the earliest possible date. 

CONCLUSIONS AND -FOTURE TUNS 

The Informant lias advised that ials "objective" Is to place the 
Bureau in a position where the Bureau will be .>cept fully advised 
of the. happenings within the "inner circle" of the Cpmrnunlat Party, 
USA on a day to day basis. He has repeatedly emphaslaed that his 
ultimate objective is to lielp the Biireau in cheoWng the Communist 
party movement in the United States by virtuX* &f assistance In 
oovmter intelligence and ultimately to assist in completely ex- 
posing, the Commxjnist movement as being subservient to Russia* 

Examination of Information 'furnished by this infomant and eontacti 
made since April 13, last indicate that the informant's information 
is truthful and he intends to cooperate to the fullest extent 
in the future on. a long range basis consistent with his condition 
"Of health. 

As a result of two meetings with KAT2EN and the oral message re- 
ceived from WILLIAM VEINER, It now appears quite certain that tlxe 
informant is in a position to reactivate but that reactivation 
efforts must be slow and carefully planned in order that l^e best 
resxxlts can be obtained. At the present time it does not appear 
that the informant's physical condition will impair his activities 
to a.ct at ieast In an advisory capacity in connection with apparatus 
activities. 

The informant has indicated that he will refuse any overture by 
the Party to place him in a position of open leadership because, 
as he explained, this type of a position will not place him where 
it will be possible to obtain Underground infomation. 

The Informant contemplates additional contacts with LEON KAT2SN 
sometime Immediately after August l5i 1952, after KATZM returns 
to this area and also contemplates contacts with other District 
#8 functionaries. It is believed, however, that the contact men- 
tioned In the message from WEINER to be made in a month :or five 
weeks will be the one that may possibly be a measure as to the 
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Party »fl Intealjtoa jpogardltig use of tho inTosxaant* 

tEhe infontiant haa aavlaed that because of WEIITER^S oral reply 
that he doea not feel at tho pres<»rtt iir^o that it vould b© advis- 
able for hhn to laake a trip to New Yorlc aad Instead he should 
await the visit of the "Important perscii," iTho New Xork trip* 
therefore, will be deferred \wtil auoh time as the Inforiuant be- 
liever it ahowld l>e made* 

Every effort is being jaade to handle this Informant In a .manner in 
which the Bui'eaula interest can he boat served and at the aame time 
in a manner In 'which the informant's oonxldenee conoemlng the 
Bureau's lander^tandng of hla motivas o^m be increased* He appears 
sincdre and forthright In his doalinjs and haa never refused to 
answer .que at ions concerning matters at, tsauo* 

In vi«w of "the possible Party order for & -checlc up on this In- 
formant -prior to acntact by the "Important person" in a »onth 
or five vaeks^ ocmtacts^ during this period and until the oontaotj, 
vill be kept to A ralnlmum by this off loo and the emphasis Willi 
for the present, at least, be placed un i?eaotivatlns the informant 
and at the same time obtalninii current 'P&v^ Informtlon from him* 
This procedure is being adopted for ssQurlty, j^asona and efforts 
to obtain past Information oonoemln^ tlie Communist Party in 
the informr4it's possession will be .continued as soon as it is 
deemed feaslblSji

Informant advised he was indefinite as to the identity of

It is emphasized that the informant did not conceal the

the close personal :i^lationship between Informant and MILLER^ 
it is believed desirable at this time to be as diaor««t .as 
possible in determining the extent of KILLER* s activities* Con- 
sideration Accordingly is being given the natter of requesting 
Bureau authority to Institute a "XESUR on MILLER.

The jignlficance of the HAMFfSRSmRK contact is also pointed out 
because HAMMERSMARK, in his position as proprietor of the Modem 
Book Store, is in frequent contact with all CP leaders px*e8ently 
in the Chicago area, as well as with LILLIAN OREFN, Mite of GIL 
GREEN, and he, HAMMERSMARK, operates as mote or less of a news- 
paper for gossip among comrades* It is therefore thought that 
the word that the informant is again seeing people will he further 
spread among Party leaders, and additional oontacts with infomant 
by Party leaders might b^ expected as a result of the HAMMERSM^URK 
visit* 

On Septei^er 8, 9» and 10 the informant was again the host at 
his how* to MARCEL and LENA SCHEREB of NSW Vort? who Were enroute , 
from the Vest Coast to their home in New York* The iiaformant ob- 
tained considerable valuable information concerning personalities 
in the leadership on the West Coast, but the significance of the 
SCHERER visit insofar as reactivation is concerned lies in the 
fact that they, the SCHERERSi Will undoubtedly contact individuals 
in New York, reporting on informant's health and on his desire to 
again do his part in connection with Party work*

On Sept©rnbf»r k$ 19^2, DAVID ENGI.¥.STEIN, former Edu<5«tlori Direc- 
tor of District #8, CP, who has been in the Party tmderground 
for aoproxlwately two years and who recently returned to lil« 
howe*^»ade a trip to New York and retwned on September 9 lMt» 
EUGLESTEIN's exaot activities while in New Ifork are not known 
at this time, but New York has advised that he was in attendance 
at a closed CP meeting in New York* 

On ' eptember 12 last the informant advised that SYLVIA 5CHL0SS- 
BERG J Informant's fiance, with whom he is now residing, made 
her semlweekly trip to the Modem Book Store to obtain Party 
literature for the Informant* As she was speaking to SAM 
JIAMMERSMARK concerning literature, DAVID TNGLESTEIN, who had not 
previously been observed by OHLOSSBERQ, approached SCHLOSSBERO 
and greeted her cordially. In the converjsation that followed, 
ENGLESTEIN asked about the informant and sent his personal 
greetings to the informant as well as c jples of certain Russian 
literature which he desired Informant to read. ENGLTSTEIN told 
SCHLOSSBERG that he also had been assigned to duty as the 
Publicity Director of District #8 and was in the process of 
setting up his oj*ganlzation» He told her to tell the Informant 
that he would see Informant as soon as he Is organized, within 
the next few weeks, and desired to discuss certain matters with 
him. 

This contact is believed significant, first because of ENGLE- 
STEIN » a recent trip to Jfew York, and secondly because If the 
Party leadership was hostile to informant, this fact would un-

Attitude jQf Inforaiaxit 

On October 7> 19^2> the informant to t with Special Agent in Ciiarge JOHK 
F» JttMNE and the agent handling him at the informant^ J5 request* Ihe 
itif onaant had requested this wetlng in oxxier to <SbtaJji SAC approval 
for an agenda for future work previously outlined in aeetings between 
ttje agent and the infomant* 

.At this meetlng> l^was agreed that the informant wiH direct his primary 
effort toirard placing himself at the highest possible position on a 
national Xevel^ iui possible j^ in the Partyt It was also agreed that due 
to informant's position and because of security measuree being taken by 
the Par ^, these efforts mast proceed with caution end that for that 
reason "patience** wiet be the watchiford in connection with aj^ positive 
future steps to be taken >y the informant in connection with his primary 
effort. Insofar as; the informant's :ef forts to reactivate wLiatin the past 
three months are concerned^ It was agreed that there are definite indi- 
cations that Informant is still hlgWLy regarded In the Party ^ but that 
because of the ^slnt^rittion of Party leadership j it will take time for 
him to make necessary contacts for assignment*. 

Ihe second part of ^fce discussion ^as devoted to outlining txi Interview 
program covering All laatters in wMch the Bureau has an interest in their 
,:0rder of luiportance* the progic^uoBi Agreed upon for interview :?fill cover 
the following in the order outlinedi 
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1(2) Jin analysis will be wde ^f the present status of *he Party irlth 
InformWit^s wggestions as to how to use the present problems of 
the Party *nd hem to fit them In with the general objective of 
controlling the Conaminlst Party ♦ Ihese discussions will, cover 
factionalism, sectarianism, and the possibilities offered for 
developing new leadership in the Party as a result of the present 
disintegration of national and local leadership ♦ Hie end in^vlew 
on this inatter wotld be to assist the Bureau in suggesting certain 
indl^dduals presently In the lower echelon of the Party who might 
advance to liaportant leadership positions and who might be of 
assistance to the J&ureau should they be contacted. 

(3) 3he inf owiant will discuss and outline certain ideas which he 
believes idLght assist the Bureau to xievelop infoannants for woik 
in the Comunist Party, including the type of an individual who 
might advance to key positions in the Party, 

(U) Ihfoxmant will analysift current political trends in the Party, 
nationally «id internationally, with the program designed to 
counteract the current Comraunlst interna tlomuL expansion prc«ram» 
Informant believes such an analysis Is ii^ortant because, as he 
explained, the leadership of the Communist Party is made or broken 
through correct or incorrect political Interpretation, 

0) Infoiraant will make suggestions concerning the 'possible utilization 
of contacts kncwn to Ixlm abroad who might assist the Bureau or CIA 
in their efforts to cause a disintegration of the alliances betwreen 
the Soviet Union and the .eastern country satellites. 3he informant 
also has suggestions as to how and what type of BXk individual could 
possibly be placed in Moscow to secure valuable Intelligence infor- 
mation for this counta^r. 

During the entire dlscujsslon of October 7, it appeared that the Informant 
was sincere and desirous of assisting the Bureau both through reactivation 
and through the use of his experience and knowledge in the Party. He is 
IntellLgOTt and it is believed that .his motivation is patriotic. 

Condition of Health 

Infonnant^s general health appears to be fair to good, considering the fact 
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that he is atflicted trlth a heart aiOmaat. He I'egtOarly neets with 
ihe agent and has never caiwelled a Meeting due to reasons of health. 
Be has net with Connunist leaders above jnentioned ibr aai^ hours at 
a time and iihile the aeetings affect Ms general phgrsical condition, 
ttie informant has -thus far shown good recuperative powers. 

Conclusions and Beooamendations 

IBecause of the progress aade by this informant toward reactivation 
within a coD^aratively short period, and because of his intelligence, 
background and etperience in the CommuMist jnoveittetttj It is recomaended 
that the services of this Anformant be continued Jfor an additional 
three month period. 

It is pointed out that ihe infomant appears to be directing all his 
efforts in -the Interest of ^e Bureau and he has constantly asserted 
his belief that in time and by proceeding with caution^ lie feels that 
he can obtain definite information concerning the ^operation of the 
Conawnist Party undergifound apparatus and information concerning the 
possible whereabouts of the Comfugs. 

It is felt that the Infomation the informant is presently -furnishing 
Is such that in order io secure the same lnfoi5Bation,it would require 
the expenditure of an amount in agent time of jaany idaes more than the 
amount being recoanended for payment to this Infomant. It is also 
felt that «ven though «^ent time was e^qpended to eecure the same 
inf ormatiien, the Teuults would fall far sTiort of the quality of infor- 
mant* s information due to the trust and confidence 1» enjoys with high 
.ranking Communists. 

Ijifoimnt is applying a small amount of the money received in payment for 
•services to pay past obligations. He additionally has purchased an auto- 
mobile which will Mike him Tuore mobile and which will insure security. 

Accordingly, it Is recommended that the services of this informant be 
continued for an additional iairee months beginhiag on Noventoer 1 next 
at the rate of ^00 per month, $600 of said amount to be used for livit» 
expenses, including payamts on his car, $100 ^w aonth to be used for 
miscellaneous expensesi including entertainment, ordinary travel and 
literature, and $100 per month to be used for payments of back debts, 
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Shotild extraordlnaty tr&yel expenses he »cees«2y> such m for piirposes 
of M trip to Ntir Toxk^ specif ic authority ulU be asked of the Bureau 
for additLonal funds^ 

Ihe services of ^hls informant iilll continue to be closely si:qpervlsed

The 'unidentified person" referred to hy .WILLIAM WEINER 
in his letter to the Informant In October," 1952^ as 
being scheduled to contact the Informant "one of these 
weeks* has not yet made contact with informant.

Chicago lettier of November 10, 19^2, Tequasted authority 
for the informant to visit "New York to renew his former 
close association with VILhim WBINER and possibly to make 
arrangements to see WILLIAM Z. FOSTER and otliers. The 
informant advised cti November 7> 1952 that he now believes 
that sUch ;a trip is necessary tov, him to Aciailerate his , 
reactivation efforts since the informant stated he was lAst 
employed and wnder the Jurisdiction of the national office 
oX the CP and any assignments Must therefore necessarily 
emtoate from "New york« The contemplated trip would be made 
by the ixiforinant on or about November 21st Aext under the 
Tplans joutlined in Chicago letter of Jloveraber 10th last.

It has been agreed with the Infonuant that while his 
progress to date has been relatively sloWi a possible 
escplanation jfor this apparent failure to get iwnediate 
results oan be JTotrnd in the known fact that there is , 
presently disintegration of the national organization 
leadership on a national «calis and also a possible ex- 
planiitlon might be offered In the fact tb.at the Cowmtmist 
Party today has instituted stringent secuj*ity measures* 
For .these reasons It has been agreed that contacts are 
made infrequently among leaders and even the infrequent 
contacts are made slowly and witbi difficulty, 

Thd ixxjTormant ;has been cautioned that due to the dis- .' 
organization of t^e party leadership and because of the 
party security measuresj any positive steps for reactivation 
must be carefully planned, taking into consideration the 
fact that excessive positive efforts might cause party 
leaders to suspect the informant. He has been told that 
he must not act hurriedly and that the JBureau Is fully 
cognizant of the^difficulty of placing any person in a ' ' 
top leadership position today. ^ He has also been told that 
due to the difficulties that exist today the Bvireau is 
quite satisfied with the present positive results whi6h 
he has already obtained end further that his reactivation 
efforts are being considered by the Bureau on a strictly 
long range Isasis. 

It is the opinion of this office that informant's potential 
has definitely been established as indicated by the contacts 
he has been -able to make with X>V leaders in tlie Chicago area 
and the CP representatives of the National Office during the 
last five months. It is believed that the contemplated trip 
of the informant to llew^York jshould be extremely valuable in 
accell)K*«ting the informant's reactivation efforts.

Re New York air-tel to Director and Chicago entitled 
as above dated Deceniber 2,1952, advising that the 
captioned informant was returning to Chicago from 
New York on December 2, 1952, and that his mission 
to New York was regarded as successful, according 
to NY-694-S. 

CG-5d24-S was contacted on December 3, 1952,, on his 
return to Chicago after spending 10 days in\Kew 
York in an effort to establish direct contact with 
leadership in the National Office of the Conmunist 
Party for reactivation purposes. 

7he informant advised tint because of a heavy 
schedule in New York and also because of a rough 
air trip hone he was temporarily affected physically 
and would, therefore, only be able to outline what 
had occurred in New York. The letter, therefore, 
will only cover the Tplias^ of the informant's trip 
as it relates to the informant's reactivation efforts, 
and the details of the information obtained will be 
furnished to the Bureau and New York as soon as it 
is obtained in subsequent interviews with the 
informant • 

Informant was, however, <iueationed as to whether or 
not he had obtained information concerning the 
whereabouts of the Comfugs and replied in the 
negative. The informant did furnish one item of 
information relating to a meeting of a "committee" 
consisting of ke^y people and possibly some key 
persons in the underground in the immediate future. 
This information was furnished to tlie Director and 
New York by air-tel dated Decentoer 4, 1952, under 
caption "CP, USA J UNDERGROUND OPERATIONS; IS-C"* 

Conceding the trip, itself, the informant preferenced 
his remarks by stating tliat the results accomplished

the informant advised that on his arrival in New lo^^ ^ 
iTBmediately vent to the residence of NY-694-S where every 
aspect of the problem at hand was discussed. The infor- 
mant had ori^inaUy planned to contact STANIiSY LEVISON, 
WILLIAM WEINER's assistant, and to use LBVISON to effect 
a contact vith WEINER, However, the informant was unable 
to make t he contact by phone due to a misspelling of the 
name of L1EVIS0N, The informant then contacted WEIIIER through 
an \inli3ted phone number and MINER arranged for LEVISON 
to secure apartment accommodations for the informant. The 
informant said that he met LEVISON, and they proceeded to a 
plant located .3ome>^ere on Third Avenue in Hew York City 
in which, the informant believed, LEVISON has an interest 
where they met one JOE FILNER (phonetic) and obtained keys 
for an .apartment. The informant then proceeded to the 
apartment located at 315 2ast 77th Street, apartment 5D, 
"New York City, and was told that he and his father could 
use it dwim^ their stay in New York. The mailbox there 
lists this apartment under the name of KLEIN and the 
apartment phone number is LE 5-1170. The informant said j 

that the apartment did not appear to be regularly occupied } 

though there were a few suits of men*s clothes and & brief < 

case in the epartment. This information was furnished by 
CO- 5^24-3 to NY-694-S who in turn furnished it to the 
New York Office . 

The informant advised that FILNER gave hia two phone 
nuBibers at which he, FILNER, could be reached, tliese 
being OR 4-3110 and RE 4-7965 1 which numbers, the informant 
believes, are possibly employment places for FILNHl. 

The informant advised that at this point he was uncertain 
as to whether or not the Party had laid a tisp for Mm by 
iUrnishing this apartment for his use or whether the apart- 
ment was being provided by the Party in good faith. He, 
therefore, stated lie gave the address to NY-694-S >Aio stayed 
in the neighborhood at the informant's suggestion until' about 
midnight of the informant's first night in the city. The 
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,inforra»nt, thereupon, decided to leave the apartment and 
explained his departure to the Party by stating that the 
apartment was Inconyiently located. The balance of the 
10 days. was spent by the informant at the residence of 
NY-i694-S. 

The informant advised that all appointments for hits in 
New York were made by either Ti/EINER or LEVI SON, the sole 
^exception l>eing his personal contacts with mien comrades 
as I^NA and MARCEL 3CHERSR. 

On November 25, 1952, inforraant was Invited to the V;iLLlA>t 
W£XN£R residence on Long Island where he remained jTor one 
and a half days. Informant s&id that the conversations 
with WEINER covered many subject's of a personal and Party 
nature. ITOINER was most cordial as was his wife* Informant 
said that he was able to explain his lack of contact with '^•^ 
1^he ^Jational Office on a basis of his illness. Informant 
also brou^t WEINER to date on his marital status and accounted 
for his means of livelihood since he requested the National 
Offioe of the Commxinist Party to dis continue his pay in 1 949.

I Iwas good an d he made the comment that the 

Informait ' ^ | was never very close to the movement 

anyway. He inquire a as to the whereabouts of the informant's 
son, and the informanit gave him the true .facts concerning 
his son' s attendance at college and that at the same time 
told WEINER that the aon was In New York during the past 
summer and employed as a common worker at the plant owned 
by NY-694-S, Informant advised that the explanations were 
apparently satisfactory to WEINER and the next phase of the 
conversation turned to the informant's health. 

The informant told IflfEINER that he was in IJew York on a strictly 
pergonal natter j 'that ia, in the interest of his father's 
health and that he was not looking for a Job and had never 
asked the Coimnunist Party for financial help unless he was 
making a contribution to the Party. He said that Ms position 
on Tr»ney was the same at this time and that he did not care 
to discuss money with WEINER TjeCause he f€at that he, '-VEINER, 
if he gave informant money, would be doing it on a personal 
basis rather than with the sanction of the Communist Party, 
and the informant, therefore, would have to refuse any money 
offered. WINER said that such was not the case at the present 
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time because jnany of the expenditures of the Party are not 
now made on a personal basis but must be passed on by 
persons other than him. 

The inibrmant then told 'WEINER that his health was better 

and lie now feels that If his services are needed he can 

take on some duties* He said that he had been consulted 

of recent date by some District No. d officials but only 

on so-called "post-mortem** matters* The informant told 

mi^m that he did not like this arrani^ement and if h^ 

assumed duties he insisted that he be placed in a position 

where blunders js^xch as have been, made by the Party in the 

recent p^st ,can be avoided. He was asked whether ox* not 

he could write, but informant did not commit himself to 

write although he said that he could write a little if 

specific subjects were provided. The inforjuant then made 

the point that he feels that he might be used In some 

capacity in District No. S. WSINER then told the informant 

that all such iBatter8,a3 those under discussion and particularly 

in x*eference to any assignments for persona such as the informant, 

were decided by the "co-nmittee", and he told the Informant 

that the infOTjaant vould be contacted within the next Month 

or 30'. ' ''i,^ , ' ■ ^ 

WEINER then suggested that the Inforjnant see WlIiLIAM Z. 
FOSTER and BET^ GANNETT, the leader of whom the informant 
was told Is next to JFOSTER in position at t he present 
time. ;VEINER volunteered to arrange the FOSTER Meeting. 
jTor the Informant. 

>/EINER told the informant that & National person was 
assigned to contact the informant In Chicago during t he 
past month. However, while this person was in Chicago 
the Party there got information that the District No. 8 
leadership was going to be arrested. As a result of this 
information, the Party leadership was ordered to go further 
underground and the National leader, was ordered to leave 
the city wit>iout contacting Informant , HINSR said that 
the raids JTailed to materialize T)ecause the FBI was unable 
to locate the subjects* He told the Informant to expect 
a visitor in about a month after the "conmlttee'" meets. 
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The meeting with WILLIAM 2, FXBTER was held on November 
29 » 1952, at the Savern (phonetic) Restaiirant in the 
Pennsylviania Hailroad Station where they met ibr lundi 
and talked for one hour and twenty minutea. The informant 
advised that it was unusual for FOSTER to leave his 
residence and that he rarely does it unless he desires 
to meet sect'etly with someone* The informant advised 
that he considered this of significanee in his case, 
FOSTER was very iViendly and discussed Party organizational 
problems, security matterSf the Conmtunist Party defense 
strategy In the current trial in Hew York, and the infor- 
mant's health, FOSTER made some reference as to whether 
or not the Informant could do some writing and t^e infor- 
mant replied in the same manner as he replied to VnSINSR 
on this subject. FOSTER itiso wade some general inquiry 
as to the informant's health and commented that he, .'. 
FOSTER, WiaiAM WEINER, and BOB MINOR had continw^d fhetr 
activity despite the fact that they liave been sick for 
many years* The informant advised that the implication 
he got from FOSTER'S remark was that FOSTER thought tl» 
Informant should attmpt to be of some sez*vlce to the 
Party. FOSTER made -no specific proposals %o the informant 
concerning duties, but the informant advised that this 
is not unusual because FOSTER delegates these details. 
The meeting ended in a friendly manner with FOSTER departing 
first and leaving the informant '/ith the lunch check. 
The Informant was encouraged by FOSTER'S reaction} first, 
because he, FOSTER, left his home to keep an .appolntaMt'. 
with the informant and secondly, because FOSTER spent 
one hour and twenty minutes with the informant, which is 
rare, as FOSTER never schedules appointments to last over 
a hour. Details regarding Party matters discussed will 
be obtained in siibsequent izxterviews and furnished to 
Hew Toxic and the Bureau. 

The informant advised that on Thankiigiving Day, November 
27, 1952, NY-694-S s;ave a dinner which afforded the Informant 
the opportunity to visit with ISADOHE BEGUN, formv Bronx 
organizer,, and with ALICE CITRON, prominent Communist writer 
and mother-in-law of NY-694-S and BEGUN. In addition to the 
above individuals, the informant met and talked with WILLIAM 
LAWRENCE, fistnmr National Committee member who has recently 
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taken a Harty assignment with LEM HARRIS, close associate 
of ','ffiINER atJd now -warking with BEGUN x>n the Amnesty 
CoTimittee, lEON JOSSPHSON, IRA WALUCH, wto writes for the 
"Daily Worker" under the name of TED TINSLSY and who has 
succeeded JOHN LUTWER on the New Ydrk District Control 
Coinmisslon, MARTIN YOUNQ, former National Committee jnember 
now awaiting deportation, and with MARCEL and LENA SCHERER, 
former National Chairwan of the National Labor Conference 
for Peace and New Yox4c Organization Secret ary, respectively. 
The informant also contacted by telephone an old acqiiaintancei 
JERRIMIAH INOERSOLL, who, at one time, was associated with 

LEM mmis . 

Concerning all these contacts, the informant advised that 
they were arranged by 'VEIJER and LEVISON* The conversationa 
were friendly and valuable infotroation obtained, according 
to the Informant. This inforaation will be immediately set 
forth for the Bureau and liew York in detail following subse- 
quent interviews with the infoxraanb> 

On December 1, 1952, the informant again met 'VEIN^ by 
appointment. On this occasion WEINER told the informant 
that he had two small tasks for the informant to do following 
his return to Chicago. He told the Informant to check with 
DAVID JENOLESTEIN, Conwunist Party open leader in Chicago, arri 
with BEN GREEN, brother of GIL GREEN, Comfug sttoject, on 
one Doctor MEYER (phonetic), formerly of Chicago, who has been 
in New York for about a year and is trying to get into the 
movement in New Yprk. The second task for the informant was 
to contact I^ON KAT2EN, Communist Party Financial Secretary 
of District No. d, now wnderground, and to have KATZEN assign 
two persons lull time to promoting the new PAUL ROBESON album 
in Chicago, Illinois. 

WEINER then explained to the informant that KATZEN had been 
originally delegated to contact the informant merely to 
establish a contact with the National Office in a semi-official 
capacity. He stated that KATZEN was not, in fact, a spokesman 
for the National Office. This statement was interpreted by 
the informant to mean that V/EINER was clarifying KATZEN* s 
Party status in relation to his dealings with the informant. 

A means of communication was next arranged between the informant 
and lufEIJEE and the National Office, thereby it was arranged 
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that the informant was to a end letters to Uy-69A-'S who Xn 
turn would turn them over to I3AB0RE BEQUK, STANLEY 
LEVI SON will obtain all literature Xor the informant in 
}lew York which the informant 1 s unable to ob tain in 
Chicago and will funiieh it to NT-694-S for transmittdl 
to the Inforraant at the residence of the .iitfiorniant ' s 
father in Chicago i Illinois* 

■WEINER then told the Informant that the "coitmittee" 
was scheduled to meet on December 1, 1952* However, 
the meeting had been postponed because x>X the ROBERT 
MINOR funeral, '.-ffilNER Indicated that the meeting had 
been re-scheduled for the immediate Xuttope^ The inforaant 
made the inquiry that since he would be involved in the 
discussions of the committee whether \i/EINER desired hiw 
to remain in New York a day or two longer. 'ffilNER^s reply 
was to the effect that it would be unnecessary for the 
Informant to remain in New ITork since he had been -in tlew 
York long enough due to his health and that the informant 
should go home and wait until he will be contacted in a 
month or so. 

The informant advised that he had been able to side-step 
a meeting with BETTY GANNETT because -in conversations 
with comrades In Tfew York they indicated that GANNETT 
Is presently in such a nervous state that one could not 
predict how she vill act or what she will say in a given 
situation. The informant said that -since he saw FOSTER, 
GANNETT would have to fall in line with any plans made 
for him in the future and thati Iherefbre, he, the informant, 
had everything to lose and nothing to gain by personal 
contact with her. The informant said that MINOR' s funeral 
on December 2, 1952, afforded him the opportimity to side- 
track GANNETT. , 

Evaluation of Results of New York TrJ-p 

Summarizing the informant's opinion as to the results obtained 
from this trip in so far as reactivation eflbrts are concerned* 
the informant stated as follows: 
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1* He re- established his lost contact 
with top leadership in tlae National 
organization of the ?artyj thus, 
proving that^ while the Hattoml 
organization may have been doubtful 
cone eriiing his status, they attributed 
his Inaetivity to his, illness* 



2. The fact that the informant met with 
It)STER and WEINER and numerous other 
key functionaries proves that tiie 
Party still holds hira in hi^ regard 
and confidence. 



3, FOSTER and WEINER, in discussing some 
of the most "intiiaate" Party problems 
with the informant, indicated their 
complete trust in him. , 



4. The fact' that the info man t was ^furnished 
1<eys to an apartment used by the Party 
when it contained clothing, a "brief case, 
etc., is iUrther indication of the Party U 
' trust in him. 



^. Th^ Bssispument of the informant to two 
minot tft^ks, one of wWLch places him in 
contact with a Communist Party underground 
official in Chicaigo, is indicative that the 
Party has plans for his future use. 

6_, , Meetings with comrades were arranged for the 
inforraant, and, by so-doing, the leadership 
exposed certain people who work for both 
FOSTER and VJEINER to the informant. 
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7. The fact that the informant mas able 
to reach POSTER, himaerf ^ in a joatter 
of days, vihen key people in New York • , 

have difficulty ever stieing hia, Is 
indicative of the confidence that 
"FOSTER puts in him. 

Contemplated Plans

The complete details of the information obtained in New 
York by the informant will be obtained in future inter- 
views and provided to the Bureau and New York as early 
as such interviews can be arranged with security. 

Since it is now quite apparent that this informant has the 
ability to reach top leadership and appears to be on the 
way to a Wadershlp position, this ofXice wiU continue 
to develop informant t hrough careiVil Jiandling and on a long 
range basis* 

The informant has re-established National connections 
and has clarified his position as it relates to District 
No* ^ IMnctionaries* It iS| therefore, believed that the 
ground work' has been successfully laid and that any future 
positive actions by the informant mi^t be cause for swpicion* 

In discussions on Decembelf 3,' 1952, it was agreed that the 
ne^sct move is up to the Party and that specific assignment 
must >3e decided upon by the ''comml.ttee" ajentioned by ^VEINER* 
Since WEINER mentioned that the infornant would be contacted 
in a month or so , it is believed that t he situation now resolves 
Itself into a period of waiting. 

In the meantime the Informant will carry out the tasks assigned 
to him t>y V/EINER, and, V 30-doing, wiU be in touch with the 
Communist Party, District No. S, fxmctlonarle's , such as KATZEJl, 
presently underground, DAVID JENOLESTEIN, Communist Par^y open 
leader in Chicago, and possibly with BEN GREEN, brother of 
OIL GREEN, Comfug. 
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The informant continues to be in an eacellent frame of mind 
insofar as his cooper/ tion with the Sureau ia concerned, «md 
it appears that the rtj.mlt of the recent Czech Communist 
trials has resolved any doubts that the informant may have 
had in hi& mind concewing his conclusions of the ri^t or 
wrong of his ideological bralik with the Party.

The Bureau la aware that at the present tine, it appears that 
the informant's trip was successful In that he reached top 
national leadership In the Party and it appears he Is being 
considered for an assignment by the National Office of the 
Communist Party at the present time« 

The Bureau is advised that since tho informant's return to 
Chicago, on Pecember 2, 1952, there la every indication that 
he is highly regarded in tlie Party and during the period of the 
past two weeks, the informant has been In contact with key 
District 8 officials. 
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Due to the Tact tTiat the informant was required to stay 
In New York for a period of ten days It l)eoame necessary 
for the Informant to return his jTather to Chicago on the 
evening of December 1, 19^2, and inasmuch as air coach 
transportation on that night was unobtainable. It was necessary 
for the Informant to advance an additional #9.75 to pay 
for 8 rojgular plane fare for his father to Chlcaga . On the 
following evening due to InclimeAt weather, the Infonoant 
was unable to obtain air coach passage for himself, thus 
necessitating the purchase of regular plane transportation 
for himself for the additional svira of |9»75* 

The Bureau will recall the informantts reluctance to keep 
anything on his person that might involve Mm in a security 
situation.
